He.regarded submarines and 
airplanes as the greatest instruments 
of defense. He was not at all enthu- 
siastic about the navy as made up 
today, apparently believing that the 
most important features are 'being 
neglected.

ness of rations. 
We were until then 


practically cut .off from all supplies 
except those which could be brought 
to us by a wagon road of great 
length and exposed to attack from the 
enemy's cavalry, which was very effi- 
cient. I was never able to eat salt 
pork and so, in the absence of a sut- 
tler, 1 found myself obliged to.be 
content with ."hard tack" (otherwise 
soldiers' biscuits) and sugar during 
'•six weeks of the siege. 
During all 


our stay in that position, our pickets 
and the pickets of the enemy op- 
posed each other on opposite sides of 
Chattanooga Creek. By tacit agree- 
ment, they did.not fire at each other, 
but were on more or less friendly 
terms, exchanging tobacco for sugar, 
indulging in chaff, etc. The Southern 
soldiers were "Johnny reb" (rebel) or 
"Johnny," the Northern were 'Tank," 
(short for "Yankee"), by which the 
Northern armies were known in the 
South. 


Some of the most beautiful scenery 


in America was witness to the final 
battles at or near Chattanooga. They 
began at the base of Lookout Moun- 
tain, where the llth and 12th Army 
Corps under General Hooker ("Fight- 
ing Joe"), sent from the Army of 
the Potomac on November 24th, as- 
saulted the enemy on the mountain, 
charging across the face of it through 
mist, fog or cloud (as one may choose 
to call it). From our standpoint in 
Chattanooga, we could see the flashes 
of the rifies on the mountain through 
the mists until, following their ad- 
vance, it was plain that the enemy 
had been driven from that strong- 
hold. 


It was our turn on the next day, 


in the' afternoon of whidi we were 
ordered to withdraw our skirmishers 
(formerly pickets) and to advance 
against the enemy's main body on 
Missionary Ridge. Keteltas, in com- 
mand of the Battalion, took me with 
him, both mounted, and we advanced 
together across the open plain front- 
ing the Ridsre, passing by General U. 
S. Grant, who was in command of the 
whole of the Un'on Forces, with Gen- 
eral Georgo H. Thomas and their re- 
spective staffs (all mounted). It was 
my great honor, on this occasion, to 
see (in full view) the distinguished 
r.ffictr u-'-o was fated to bring the war 
tr an t\' m tV Potomac.

Regardless of what anyone may 


! think of prohibition as a policy, one 
must, to be intelligent, realize that 
it is proving a very heavy load to 
tho Republican party in all the states 
: cast of the Alleghanies, and per- 
! haps beyond. In other words, the 
i number of people who want prohibi- 
' tibn or want prohibition enforced is 


much smaller than the number of 
people who now make up the Repub- 
lican party. And this .minority, so 
far as we can see, derives no recruits 
from the Democrats. 


Tho facts in the case are clear. 


The Massachusetts Legislature, led 
by the Governor, passed a prohibi- 
tion enforcement measure. The peo- 
ple have just rejected it. 
In New 


York Miller was dry and Smith was 
wet, and the former, although the 
best Governor in a generation, went 
down in overwhelming defeat. From 
all accounts prohibition had a big- 
ger part in this result than any- 
thing else. In New Jersey, an excel- 
lent senator, Mr. Frolinghuysen, has 
.been displaced by Gov. Edwards, rec- 
ognized as exceedingly'commonplace 
in all respects, but winning as a mil- 
itant wet. Even in one of the Ver- 
mont districts, where a similar con- 
test appeared between the two can- 
didates, the Republican dry candi- 
date squeezed in by n little over a 
thousand votes. 
The same rule ap- 


plies to Illinois. Somebody may ask 
about Ohio, if it did not turn out 
a wet for a dry? 
Yes, but on an 


exceedingly close vote, in which the 
labor forces turned against Pomer- 
ene because of his conservative posi-' 
tion on labor issues in the Senate. 
In other words, there are no north- 
ern states east of the Alleghanies— 
we are not sure that we ought not to 
say east of the Mississippi—in which 


K 


rohibition 
is not a demonstrable 


urdcn for the Republicans to carry. 
There is great danger just now 


that we sha.ll have in all this terri- 
tory what happened for a generation 
in 
Maine. There 
the Republican 


party was a groat many thousand 
votes weaker in all local contests 
than in national and general, and be- 
cause of the prohibition issue. All 
the Democrats and part of the Re-, 
publicans were opposeil to prohibi- 
tion. 
They made common cause to 


the steady unsettlenieni of Repub- 
lican policies. 


What ought to have been passed" 


instead of the 18th amendment was 
one giving Congress control over this 
question. 
Then the people, through 


their representatives, could have de- 
cided each two years what changes, 
if any, they wanted, either in the 
direction of wetness or dryness. As 
it is now, prohibition is nailed into 
the law 01 the land, incapable or 
repeal, ;md the party responsible for 
the existing state of affairs, what- 
ever party it is, will be pretty se- 
verely punished in consequence. Ano 
the Republicans arc sure to tret the 
worst of it.
